Not basically significant?
8till the average Russian today’
is less personally afraid than at
any time in the last twenty years,
as any informed traveler can
report. :

In providing materialist in-
centives for its modern slave

It concerned an’
award given an engineer for
inventing & way of re-drilling
s metal part so as to use the
same piece twice.

His reward: ten per cent of
the factory's net savings for
the next fiscal year (fifty thou-
sand rubles),

“That sounds very capitalis- r

tic to me,” I remarked at the
time. '

director, “that represents’ the
hive," :

Like Peter the Great before
them, Russia’s dictators may in-
deed find how difficult it is to -
‘square the eircle; to' persuade
slaves, who must remain sldves,
®to act congelously and freely,”
especially now that for the'first
time in history the slaves have ©
the weapon of education and
thought. And by their conces-
stons of the past few years the
Rusgan leadership has already
given ah initial tribute to the
stubborn opposition of ¢
masses whose answer to despot-
ism has been stughishness and
apathy.

But the sad reminder is that
in two hundred years of trying
to square the: circle, Russia's
despots have always in a.show-
down chosen to revert to 8
slave society with all its ineffi-
clency than to yidld to freedom
with I1ts thresl Yo iheir power.
And there will have to be many
more concessions, raany more:
adaptations to historie demgnds
of human nsture, before the'
present Boviet regime could be-
viewed a3 an exception, For as
